Labrador have called forth much sympathy, and 
more than ever people are Uiu.de to realize the great 
dangers that Jittend a fisherman's li£e.- The perils 
of the sea. especially around the bleak and barren 
coasts of Labrador, are well known to the Newfound- 
Ir.sd pscple, who yearly send twenty thousands o£ 
their bravest .and bssV to face the arduous task oi 
gathering in the harvest nf the sea. The most mag- 
nificent fisheries are found along the Labrador coast, 
and svcry spring the fisher folk go north in over a 
ihousr-iid schooner:), These arc .heavily laden with 
salt and stores, and msn. woman, jind child"":!, 
tWith their household gear, erowd every available 
space. At some of the spots where the fish are 
plentiful., as many be one hundred tails tn^y be 
found at one "tickla" oi harbor. 

It io o uiiriiciiiaviy stirring seeris v,'hcn the fishing 
schooners come in oa a stiff breeze, their fcnowy 
psils all glioiciijiit- in the sun. The sails of the 
.smaller hosts are almost always tanned a rich 
brown, to preserve the fabric, and under either a 
bright or a lowering sky present, n picturesque £p- 
pCarancc.
